REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 



Hon. John R. Tanner, Governor of Illinois. 

Sir: — The trustees of the Illinois Western Hospital for the 
Insane respectfully submit for your consideration their first biennial 
report, with appended reports of the superintendent and treasurer. 
This being the first published report of the institution we think it 
advisable to record briefly the principal data and facts in its history 
up to the present time. 

The Illinois Western Hospital for the Insane was established by 
an act of the General Assembly approved May 22, 1895, and an ap- 
propriation for $100,000 made for site and buildings. The 
trustees appointed by Governor Altgeld were W. Seldon Gale, John 
R. Eden, and T. S. Silvis. The latter immediately resigned and was 
succeeded by T. J. Medill, Jr. The first meeting of the trustees was 
held at Rock Island, September 3, 1895, at which time the board 
organized and decided to advertise for proposals for a location for 
the institution. 

After examining locations oflFered by Knox, Warren and Rock 
Island counties, the trustees, at a meeting held at Springfield 
December 9, 1895, voted to accept a proposition made by Rock 
Island county, offering to donate about 400 acres of land situated 
five miles east of Moline, contiguous to the Mississippi river, and 
known as the "Watertown" site. 

Plans having been prepared and accepted for a group of buildings, 
the contract for their erection was awarded May 9, 1896. The 
corner stone was laid September 5, 1896, with appropriate and im- 
posing ceremonies, Governor Altgeld making the principal address. 
Disagreement with the architect resulting in his removal, the 
insolvency of the fire-proofing contractors, an inclement winter, and 
an inadequate appropriation caused the work of construction to 
proceed slowly during the. few remaining months of the admin- 
istration. 

Fully appreciating the high honor conferred by you in selecting 
them for trustees, the present members of the board entered upon 
their duties March 18, 1897. We found the buildings in various 
stages of construction, and progressing very slowly, there being no 
money in the State treasury, although the appropriation was not 
entirely exhausted. Dr. W. E. Taylor, of Monmouth, was elected 
superintendent, and Mr. M. E. Bell, of Chicago, architect. 
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Upon estimates prepared by the former trustees, ure asked and 
were granted an appropriation to finish the buildings and erect a 
steam plant. We visited other state institutions, and became con- 
vinced that our ward buildings, as originally planned and contracted 
for, did not conform to the best ideas for the proper care and treat- 
ment of the insane. To remedy these defects, and to prepare apart- 
ments in the building for the superintendent and family, entailed an 
expgnditure of about $16,000, for which we had no separate appro- 
priation, but realizing the urgent need of the State for the institution, 
and believing that we would be justified in getting it ready for occu- 
pancy at the earliest possible date, we made the necessary changes, 
reducing the cost to the minimum by judicious letting of contracts, 
and by the constant economies of our superintendent. Dr. Taylor. 
As no provision had been made for a storeroom, cold storage, or a 
laundry, all of which were necessary before opening the institution, 
we were obliged to deepen the basements about two feet, and fit them 
up for temporary use. 

Your proclamation formally declaring the institution open was 
issued May 6, and on May 16 we received our first patients, 98 in 
number, from the Central Hospital at Jacksonville, and in the next 
two weeks 237 more were received, 185 from Jacksonville and 52 
from the Northern Hospital at Elgin. Our actual ward capacity being 
only 325, we were somewhat crowded, and will be until our new wards 
are completed this autumn, when we will have a capacity of 600. 

This report, covering but a few weeks of actual care of a small 
number of patients, can not present a favorable comparison in the 
matter of per capita cost with the reports of other institutions, and 
perhaps it would have been wise to have delayed our opening until 
July 1. However, we believe our expenses are no greater than those 
of any other hospital under similar circumstances. 

To establish any new charitable institution, with all the accessories 
required to maintain it economically, liberal appropriations should 
be made to provide certain permanent and pertinent features, which 
are absolutely necessary to the completeness of the institution. This 
hospital is no exception to the rule, and we are not only working at 
a great disadvantage, but actually suflFering from deficiencies in the 
following particulars: 

Heating, light and power equipment. 

Pumping station with stand pipe and connections. 

Chapel or amusement hall. 

Laundry. 

Barns and sheds. 

Hard roads, walks and fences. 

Cold storage. 

Morgue. 

The first item is by far the most important, as we are dependent 
upon electricity alone for our light and for power to operate the 
laundry machinery, fans and elevators. Thus far we have had but 



one small engine and generator, which are taxed to their full capacity^ 
and will be entirely inadequate when we are ready to occupy the new 
wards. Our boiler capacity will also then be too small, and it would 
seem that the trustees would be forced either to close the new wards 
when finished and wait for an appropriation, or arrange to rent an 
additional boiler and engine to furnish the necessary heat, light and 
power, if we open them. It is further manifestly unsafe for the in- 
stitution to be dependent upon a single engine and dynamo, when as 
important and vital as in this case, for one or both might be disabled, 
with a result not pleasant to contemplate. Your trustees were prob- 
ably at fault in not urging a larger appropriation from the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, but owing to the depleted condition of the state 
treasury, we thought that it might be better to wait, feeling certain* 
that you would appreciate our action and approve our present esti- 
mate for this purpose, which amounts to $24,000. 

Our water supply is furnished from one six inch artesian well, 200 
feet deep, which yields enough water for our present domestic pur- 
poses and boiler supply only. We should have an electric pump 
near the Mississippi river, from which an abundant supply at all 
times can be available for fire protection, for irrigating the gardens, 
watering stock and sprinkling lawns. This improvement, including 
2,000 feet of six inch pipe, and 2,000 feet of one to two inch pipe and 
tank or standpipe, would cost $10,000. 

We are without an amusement hall or chapel, nor have we any 
room large enough to be used for entertainment purposes, or divine 
worship' which fact has been the cause of considerable unfavorable 
comment. To provide a suitable building and furnish it we require 
$17,675. 

The site of our institution is probably the most picturesque, and 
has the greatest possibilities for landscape gardening of any in the 
state. It has an elevation of 130 feet above the Mississippi river, of 
which it commands a beautiful view for several miles, both to the 
north and south. It also has its disadvantages, as the grounds are 
broken by several large rapines, which ought to be partially filled, to 
prevent further damage by washing. The appropriation of $5,000 
granted by the 40th General Assembly, for grading, building roads, 
etc., enabled us to do considerable work, but we need an equal 
amount now to preserve what has been done and to complete our 
main driveway, which is the only avenue of approach to the hospital, 
and which was quite impassable for several weeks early this spring. 

We are entirely without walks from the railroad station, or about 
the grounds, and at a low estimate $1,000 is required for this pur- 
pose. 

For general improvements and repairs we should have $2,000 per 
annum. 

No appropriation having been made for the erection of farm 
buildings, we are npw renting one barn, which is poorly adapted for 
our use and not large enough for our horses alone. Our cows, hogs, 
wagons, and farming implements are without shelter, and we must 



provide at least temporary protection for them before cold weather. 
We need two good barns, one at the hospital and one on the farm. 
The former should be of brick, large enough to accommodate the 
driving horses and teams employed about the buildings, including 
vehicles and feed. The farm barn must be much larger, but can 
be a frame structure, thus lessening its cost. Our estimate for the 
two barjis is $7,500, in which amount is also included the cost of a 
«mall piggery. 

For building fences around the institution for the proper restraint 
of the patients, and for farm fences, we ask $5,000. 

To equip our laundry for the increased capacity of the institution, 
we require another washing machine which will cost $?W0. We also 
need other laundry machinery and supplies amounting to $400. 

At present we are obliged to purchase meat, butter, eggs, fresh 
fruit, etc., in small quantities, as we have no adequate cold storage 
building in which they can be preserved. To enable us to take ad- 
vantage of the markets and buy in quantities large enough to secure 
the most favorable prices, we ask an appropriation to cover the cost 
of a suitable building, which is estimated at $3,500. 

All experience, we believe, shows that the per capita cost in insti- 
tutions newly opened is greater than the average, and therefore for 
ordinary expenses we ask that $200 per capita be allowed for the 600 
patients for the ensuing two years, $120,000 per annum. 

We are also of the opinion that one thousand patients .could be 
cared for far more economically in proportion than six hundred, and 
in view of the immediate need of the state for additional room for 
the insane, we would urge the appropriation of a sum sufficient to 
provide buildings and equipment for the care of four hundred pa- 
tients, the amount to be determined by the commissioners of public 
charities. 

Without expense to the state the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
R. R. Company has built a sidetrack or switch, nearly a mile long, 
through the hospital lands, by means of which coal is brought in car- 
loads within a short distance of our boiler house, although not quite 
to the top of the hill, thus permitting us to buy coal at a lower price, 
and in addition saving considerable expense in the hauling. We de- 
sire especially to call your attention to this valuable acquisition, as 
it was secured by the personal influence of Superintendent Taylor, 
and we are also pleased to express in this connection our entire satis- 
faction with our superintendent and our belief that, with the high 
standard adopted by him and his corps of assistants, for efficiency 
and economy this institution will take its place among the most suc- 
cessful in the United States.

SUPEEINTENDENT'S REPORT." 



To the Trustees. 

Gentlemen — I beg to submit herewith my report as superinten- 
dent for the period ending June W, 1898. The institution has been 
open too short a time for the presentation of any conclusions as to 
the success attending our course of treatment, but I am glad to state 
that the health of our inmates has been good, and their satisfaction 
with the dietary and professional care has been generally expressed. 

That this hospital may be placed upon an equal footing with like 
institutions, it is imperative that certain improvements should be 
added, with the nature of which you are entirely familiar. The ca- 
pacity of the hospital should be increased to ten or twelve hundred, 
as that number (double what we will have after the completion of the 
wings now under construction) can be cared for with an increase of 
our ordinary expenses of not to exceed twenty-five per cent. 

"Appended you will please find various statistical tables bearing 
upon the histories of the patients, all of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.
